FROM PTE. TED STAPLEY 


France, May, 1913. 
My’ Dear Sister Minnie:—I got your 
kind and welcomo letter the other 
night and was glad to hear from you, 
for a letter means a lot to a fellow out 
here. We can’t sce anything now but 
No Man’s Land, and you may know 
what that is Mke. 1 came into the 
trenches ‘yesterday. We left our rest 
camp at 2 o'clock and walked al} the 
way. Just imagine walking all the 
way from Belleville to Foxboro in 
trenches, about 7 miles of communica- 
tion trenches We all had our steel 
helmets on and heavy packs, 1 was 
done out. 1 got lost from the crowd, 
and as I was going down the trench 
I ran into two Belleville men who came 
over last month, so I wheeled and 
went back with them and found my 
crowd, who were deep down in a du-z- 
out. Well, it was seven o'clock then, 
so we got our supper and were or- 
dered out on a working party. “foot, 
mon,” says J, “now for some fun.” We 
got out and broke up; a big sapper 
sald, do you want to work up here or 
down below. He said Fritz had ju-t 
been raking the papapet. 1 thought f 
would go below, s0 we waited until it 
was food and dark and went over tae 
top and covered up the chalk we 
brought up. Fritz started throwing up 
star shells and aa he cpened up on us 
we all jumped into the trench. “Boys,” 
be said, “the shovels are out there.” 
No one seemed to want to go, sol 
went over and got them, and two of us 
were sitting on a little bridge over the 
trench. The bullets were hitting tho 
parapet and grass outside, ro he ordcr- 
ed us down. We are getting used fine 
here. The officers are good to us, and 
we get fed well.

milking machine bas always proved 
a failure. It can hardly bo sald that 
the machine will get as much milk 
from the cows as good band milking, 
but properly handled, it will sive 
better results than the average hand- 
milking, and there is no doubt of Its 
being a great economiser of labor and 
timé. The machine has its place op 
the farms of dairymen who milk 
more than ten cows, it being doubt- 
ful economy to invest so much money 
for a wmaller herd. It may also be 
doubtful economy to instal the ma- 
chino In a herd of pure breds where 
much official test work, involving 
milking three or more times per day, 
ig—belng done.—A. Letich, B.S.A., 
Ontario Agricultural College, Guelph. 


To Prevent Bees Swarming. 

June is the swarming month and 
time of supering for the main honey 
flow which begins between the 10th 
and the 20th of the month, depend- 
ing on the season and the latitude, 
Be sure to give supers enough to 
avold apy crowding which may cause 
the bees to become discouraged, quit 
work and swarm excessively. it 
should be the beekeeper’s alm io 
prevent swarming as much as pos 
sible. This is done by keeping young 
queens, giving plenty of room and a 
systematic examination of brood- 
chambers to detect colonies which 
are preparing to swarm. When queea 
cells are found far advanced they 
should.all be destroyed and the queen 
herself removed. After the colony 
has been queeniess ono week the 
combs sbould again be examined and 
all cells except one removed. This 
one will provide them with a queen 
and if only one is left they wil not 
swarm again, Where an improvement 
of stock is desirod the new queen 
may be given instead of leaving one 
queen cell. 

Natural swarms should be bived on 
the old stand after removing the 
parent colony to one side. The 
swarms should be given the supers 
from the vid colony. .New Swarms 
work with gréat rigor because they 
bare no brood to care for during the 
frat week. Colonies held together 
without swarming gather more honey 
than those which swarm. It is the 
beekeepers patriotic duty to reduce 
the cost of honey production and thus 
Increase the quantity be is called to 
produce as greatly as possible. They 
also cause the beekeeper less trouble 
at unexpected times, .Tbis may be 
done more by swarm prevention than 
io any other , Bulletin 333 (On- 
tario Department of Agriculture) 
takes this tter up thoroughly and 
should be efully studied by all 
beekeepers, — Provincial 
Ontario Agricultural College, Guelph.

Hints For the Gardener. 

Thorough cultivation of the soll 
must be practised in the garden. The 
common hoe, wheel hoe ard the gac- 
den cultivator should be kept golng 
immediately after each rain.

All stocks should be care- 
fully cut even if they cannot be used.

firet of this month, while citrons, 
cucumbers, pumpkins and melons 


\ should be planted. A amail amount 


of nitrate of soda arouod celery and 
tomato plants four or five days after 
setting out, will ald In their growta. 
The latter part of this month and 
the beginning of bext, late celery, 
cabbage, caulificower &@ d kale are 
transplanted into the feld. Sowing 
of corn and beans should be made 
every week daring this month,

To Eradkate Bad Weeds. 


If troubled with mustard in grain 
crops, spray with the 20 p.c. solution 
of jron sulphate, (2 Ibs. of Iron sul- 
phate to each gallon of water). If 
such spraylng is to be effective it 
must be dene early just when the 
frat mustard plants in the field are 
coming into flower. 

Good cuativation followed by rape 
sown aboat the middie of June in 
drills abcut 26 Inches apart at the 
rate of 1% pounds per ecre, pro- 
vides a means of oradicating peren- 
nial sow thistle and twitch grass. «

Before civilization (7) cor- 
rupted bim was pretty such 
of a man by man’s measures. 


He recognized and practiced berole |, 


virtues. He was ready to take with- 
out whimpering anything he would 
prescribe for an enemy. And n¢ 
koew.and admired a strong man 
whose word was trustworthy and 
who lived, rather than preached, the 


‘religion of a square deal. He natur- 


ally resented thé coming of the Royal 
Northwest Mounted Police to disturb 
the ancient "tenor of his ways. He 
chafed under the new regime of dis- 
cipline and regulation.” He made it 
as lively for the troopers as he could 
find ways to do so, Yet he soon 
learned to respect the red-coated rid- 
ers and by degrees to give them his 
friendship and his support. 

In 1879 the chanco-presented it- 
self for the police — always tactful 
and humane administrators — to im- 
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press on the native mind that they | 


and the great Wh Mother were 
friends as well as rulers, ~At Jast.the 
buffalo herds failed, exterminated by 
the indiscriminate bunting ‘fostered 
by a widening market for the hides. 
Starvation faced the red men. 

It was the Mounted Police sho 
came to the rescue and from twelve 
to fifteen hundred Indians were fed 
out/ of stores, the supplies being at 
one time reduced to aix sacks of flour. 
Thé famishing Indians found that the 
policemen who.would spend a week 
in the saddle, determined, resource- 
ful and vigilant, to bring a law- 
breaker to justice, would also go 28 
far and farther to give food and hope 
to the dusky wards of the Govern- 
ment, 

Later as many as seven thousand 
Bloods, Pelgans and Sarcees were 
placed on rations by their police-pr2- 
tectors, beef and flour being distri- 
buted daily from June until October. 

The great wall of distrust and sus- 
picion that the police had ever. found 
an Impenetrable barrier between 
themselves and ‘the native nations. 
if it did not crumble, at least had 
many breaches made in it afterwards, 
The abler and stronger chiefs besaa. 
too, to recognize the wisdom of oMi- 
clal- sternness in dealiig with the 
whiskey trader, the smuggler and the 
outlaw; and as years passed. tripe 
after tribe aligned itself in support 
of police authority, elmplifying the 
great task and once anew I[Iustratiog 
the soundness of that centuries-old 
policy that bas made Britain ths 
greatest colonizing power of any age 
or era. 

It was largely through cemented 
tribal friendships that the work of 
safeguarding C.P.R. construction was 
simplified and ultimately accomplish- 
ed with but a nominal clash between 
aboriginal wilfulness and the new au- 
thority In the. land; and in 1883 the 
Government was able to transmit the 
official thanks and congratulations of 
the rallway company upon the suc- 
cess achieved and the great reform 
accomplished in the breaking down of 
the whiskey traffic organization dur- 
ing the eventful rallway-buliding 
period, 

The police work had been stren- 
uous, dificult, incessant. It had In- 
volved a display of courage, of stam- 
Ina, of hardihood, of administrative 
genius that gare “the force” recog- 
nition anc brought to It adventure- 
soeKing, recruits from Old Country 
familleg of nobility and ancient Ilo- 
eage, whose younger sons discovered 
to thelr joy that the scarlet tunic of 
the prairie rough-ridera had become 
as recognized a uniform of high dis- 
tinction as the historic blue of th? 
famous Guards. There was breathing 
room for high spirits in the life, and 
Inspiration in such tales as might ve 
read betwee: bare-bones lines of 
scant oMfcial reports chronicling the 
day's work of the troopers, as when, 
In 1883, two of the self-sure con- 
stables were officially acquainted of 
the fact ttat Pie-a-Pots and bis band 
of several hundred braves had camp- 
ed on the right-of-way and threaten- 
ed no end of trouble, 

“Go out and move (hem back,” was 
the order, 

And the two policemen saluted, 
awung into the saddle, and sped to 
execute orders. 

They found Pie-a-Pots and bis peo- 
ple In ugly temper. They gave the 
Indians fifteen minutes in which to 
move camp; and when the reda dis- 
played no obedient Intent, the ser- 

t in: chargeybrought matters to 
ead by kicking out the key-poles 
of the tepees. 

It is axlomic of the police policy 
“when In a tight place—start some- 
thing yourself.” 

Io this particular instance it was a 
cane of hundreds against two — out 
the two were clean-strain white mea 
with will and nerves of steel. 

So the Indians moved. 

_ In years later it was Sergt. Fits- 
gerald who was called to headquar- 
ters one eVening to be told that two 
northern tribes nursing an ancient 
vendetta had donned tho battle paint 
and feathera and were facing one an- 
other with a thin ribbon of river dl- 
viding the camps, the stealing of a 
girl belng offered as excuse for tbe 
making of war medicine. 

“You will disperse both the forces 
and bring their chiefs back with you 
here,’ sald the unblinking commis-

As a result of the bigh price 
barley many farmers are grindlp 
thelr own wheat and others are actu 
ally mixing a percentage of whea 
flour with bran and shorts to feud 
thelr hoxs.

Hon. Dr. Reid and. party Pass 
Up From Trenten To 
Peterborough’ * 


PETERBORO,. June 5.—History 
was “made in Peterboro last night 
shen the section of the Trent Canal 
from Lake Simcoe to the Bay. of Quin- 
te was formally declared open by Hon. 
Dr. Reid, Minister of Raflways and 
Canals on his arrival here in the trim 
steamer “Ramona” which left Tren- 
ton with the Minister and his party 
on Monday morning. 

The fleet, which included the Gov- 
ernment tugs ‘Bessie Butler’ and 
“Loretta?’ the latter having come 
lock shortly before 7 o'clock and the 
Minister was welcomed by the Mayor 
and Council, J.H:. Burnham, M.P. 
and others, includifg Robert Stuart 
of Chicago, bead of the Quaker Oats 
Company, whose mammoth new plant 
at Peterboro, was inspected by Dr. 
Reid, will be one of the large indus- 
tries served by the canal, The Min= 
ister was greatly impressed by his 
visit to this large industry. The big- 
gest of the kind in Canada the plant 
costing three million dollars with the 
prospect of being, greatly enlarged.

The party were the guests of the 
city at a banquet in the Empress 
Hotel to-night presided over by Mayor 
Duncan. 

‘4 want the people of Canada to 
know that the Trent Canal is a great 
waterway; and that we hare nothing 
to regret in connection with the e 
penditure made upon it,”’_was one 0! 
most significant remarks in the 
Dr, Reid 
in referring to the advantages that 
will acrue to the county through which 
the canal passes, confewed that at one 
time ho had been inclined to look upon 
the project as a joke, but after passing 
through from Trenton to Peterboro, 
he had become convinced of the prac- 
ticability and of the magnitude of the 
undertaking. He promised to urge 
the speedy completion of the northern 
end of the canal, as soon as conditions 
would permit. The Minister was ¢n- 
thusiastic over the ic? Beauties of 
the Trent waterway. ‘ 

Mr. R.R. Hall ex-M.P. of Peter. 
bore expressed the hope that this pro- 
mise would be speedily carried out, 
and pointed out the possibilities that 
wouldsbe opened out with the comple- 

The lateness of the arrival of the 
party prevented the carrying out of 
the fall program arranged, and the 
public meeting scheduled to he held 
in Central Park was canceled. 

Hon. Dr.-atecid will complete his tour 
of the canal, as far as Washago at the 
head of Lake Simcoe.

Order In Council Awaits Signature 
Prohibiting Some Necessaries 


OTTAWA, June 5.—Long standing 
recommendations of the War Trade 
Board Sooking to the complete prohi- 
bition of importations of some “‘un- 
necessary"? commodities and the cur- 
tailment of imports of some ‘‘bess es- 
sential’? commodities through an im- 
port licensing system, bare been 3p- 
proved by the Cabinet Council. Pen- 
ding the signing of the order in Coun- 
cil by his Excellency fhe Duke of Dev- 
onshire, Governor-General who is now 
at Niagara Falls, and the formal pro- 
mulgation of the new regulations, the 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, Sir 
Geo. E. Foster, declines to make pub 
lic the details. Prematuer publishing 
of the news to-day gave opportunity 
for rushing threaigh some last-minute 
orders-from the United States, thus 
defeating to some extent, the purpose 
of the order in Council. 


BAR AGAINST LUXURIES 


In a general way it may be stated 
that the new reguiations place an em. 
bargo on the further importation of 
high-priced automobiles designed for 
pleasure purposes only; certain ar- 
ticles of expensive jewellery, such 45 
diamonds, high-priced rags and silks, 
and table Inxuries, especially. in the 
line of early. fruits and vegetables 
which are brought in from the south, 
beating the season in Canada by a few 
weeks. 

‘The antomobiies afiected are said 
to be passenger or touring cars cost- 
ing over $1,200 f.0.b, at the factory, 
such as the Paige, Hundson, Frank- 
lin, Cadillac, Studebaker, large Over- 
land etc. The lower priced cara such 9+ 
the Ford, Chevrolet, Maxwell etc. can 
still be brought in. _ Automobile parts 
are_not affected. a 


HELP TRADE RALANCE 


The object of the embargo is of 
course to redube as far as practicable 
Canadas adverse balance of trade with 
the United States, to compel national 
thrift, and to keep money in Canada 
needed for war purposes. It is intin- 
ated by the Minister of Trade and 
Commerce that the embargo will ac- 
cording to last year's import figures 
jredace importattons this year by from 
ten to twelve millions. 


Inquest Into Death 
Of Cadet H.S. Miller 


TORONTO, June 5.—A preliminary 
inquest into the ‘circumstances sur: 
rounding the death of Cadet ‘Hector 
8S. Miller, who was instantly killed 
while flying at Leaside Camp on Sun- 
day morning, was opened by Coroner 
Clendenan. 5 

The machine in which Cadet Miller 
was {lying was struck by that of an- 
other cadet while about 1,000 feet up. 
The collision occurred. shortly after 9 
o'clock. Cadet Miller at the time was 
flying about two miles from the air- 

me. When the machines came to- 
gether they fell to the grouud and 
landed just cast of Monnt Pleasant 
Cemetery, both being badly wrecked. 
The cadet jn the second machine, as if 
by a miracle escaped injury.

coatt, and very limited opportunitiet 
for employment — outside of fishing 
there {a Httle enough to do for the 
larger part of the people—offer few 
inducements for settlers. But it is 2 
hardy race that bas made its home 
on its rés, built the litth homer 
that border the bays and bang on the 
rocks of the tiny Osbing ports. Some

stilts, supported along the sleep cllf- 
sides In the same way as are the plat- 
forms called “Gakes": that the 
wonders over as be sails Into tb 

row entrance of the harbor of

The fishing season is a very short 
one, from_aboutJdne unt!l Septem- 
ber, and the catch for the smalhGsh- 
erman is always a matter of specu- 
tation. The Band-ilners who jig cr 
fish with balt go out fp their little 
punts In fair weatber and foul, le to 
(in the rough seas along the rocky 
slores) with a Jigger sail set, and 
trust to luck. The cold waters, the 
ever-menacing fogs, and the floating 
fcebergs make it a hardship for even 
the experienced, but it is fish or 
starve for thousands, and even with 
good fAsbiig the barest of livings. 
Tho long winters leave many of the 
fietermen in debt for supplies, and 
they start the new season with a 
handicap and witb little hope of over 
getting square. The middleman and 
the storekeepers own many of them 
body and soul. 

Passing a little fleet of punts bob- 
bing about Jn the choppy seas in the

VACANT LOT. AND BACK YARD

TURNIPS. 

This is. the week to get Swede tur- 
nips planted. They do best in good 
loam soi} that is retentive of moisture. 
Like most of the root crops, they de- 
velop’ best during the damp, cool fall 
weather and the advantage of 
selling is that they make little growth 
during the hot 6ummer months. They 
develop ‘a ‘succulent tissue in the fall, 
however. If planted too early Swede 
turnips are very liable to be checked 
in their growth during the hot weather 
developing @ roét containing much 

fibre’ angi lackipg jn’ quality. 

The thrnip~ rows ehould be from 
12 to 18 inches apart and three-quar- 
ters of an inth*deep: They should be 
thinned to about three inches apart, 
The small wife varieties “are sweeter 
for early use, .The. others need frost 
and can be store] in the same iman- 
her as carrots and beets. 

. POTATO BUG. 

One of the worst enemies the war 
gardener has to contend with-is the 
potaty bug. Where patatoes are well 
on bx this time the over-wintered fe: 
male potato beetlés Jay clusters on 
the underside of the leaves, These 
soon hatch into the well-known dark. 
colored grubs. There sre ceveral 
generations of the insect during the 
season and-both the, grubs and the 
beetles continue® to feed from epring 
to autumn. 

- The destruction of the beetles early 
in the season is important. As soon as 
they are seen to be present the vines 
should be sprayed either with Paris 
Green or arsenate of lead. At Ottawa 
the following formula has given eatis- 
faction: 8 ounces of Parise Green and 
1% pounds 6f powdered arsenate of 
lead to 40,gallfons of water.’ Both Paris 
Green and arsenate of lead may be 
used in Bordeaux mixture, and if thia 
is done the above propértions are suit- 
able for 40’gallons of the mixture 
Poisoned Bordeaux mixture such as 
this not only destroys potato beetles 
and grubs but also protects the plants 
from blight’ and rot. Applications 
6hould be made early in June, when 
the beetles are first seen; then early 
in July and again about August 1, 15 
and 31. 

GET READY FOR CANNING. 

Although it-is still early in the sea. 
son, be forehanded in your prepar- 
ations to take care of the fruit and 
vegelable crop. Don’t wait until July 
before ordering your’ canning outfit 
or preeerving jars. Don’t wait until 
the vegelables become overgrown, old, 
tough or stringy before you can them.

HE announcement that Pete> 
Verigin, the leader of the 

+ ten to elevent thousand Rus- 

sian Doukhabors, or Dukho- 

bortay, bas declared his intention of 
returning to Russia with his fol- 
lowers, bas caused a mild sensation 
in Canada. Fifteen years ago a 
similar announcement would have 
been received by the people of West- 
tern Canada with expressions of de- 
vout gratitude, The illiterate 
ant “spirit-wresllers,” as t name 
implies, were disliked as religious 
fanatics, who herded together in 
community houses, and, though 
peaceable and industrious peasants, 
refused to conform to Canadian laws 
aod regulations, or to'accept nation- 
ality. But now, everywhere in Weat- 
ern Canada, they are recognized as

origin in the great glacial system of 
Mount Ranier alone. Mie 

A glacier is not a stationary blan- 
ket of snow, clinging inert to the 
mountain slopes. It is a slow-moving, 
atream-like body of ‘ice, descending 
the steep sides of the mountain by 
reason of its own weight. 

Up tm the region of the eternal 
snowfields the glacier begins its ca- 
reer. Here the snow piles up against 
the rock-walls until it attains suf- 
clent depth and weight to acquire 
movement. As the mass slowly 
moves away from the rock, huge cre- 
vasses known as “bergschrunds” are 
formed. 

Viewed from above, nothing is to 
be seen in these great gasbes but 
clean snow, piled layer upon layer. 
For several thousands of feet the 
snow retains its granular consistency. 
Then, as tributary fields add to Its 
volume, and the pressure is Increas- 
ed as the glacier ploughs its way 
through narrow confines, over-riding 
overy obstacle in its path, the snow 
is gradually transformed into ice of 
an intense indigo hue. — 

It bas now become a veritable 
frozen river, flowing between patal- 
Jel banks of rock, of an average width 
of balf a mile, Its surface possesses 
the sombre tint of old Ice, relieved by 
patches of snow in the yawning’ fis- 
sures that run athwart the glactet 
and divide its surface into irregularity 
formed sections, 7 

Gradually the glacier becomes cov- 
ered with debris, consisting of rock 
fragments, dirt and rock-Gour, so 
that the real color of the river 
is obscured. Starting from a height 
of about 10,000 feet above sea-level, ! 
the glacial streams maintain their; 
solidarity until they bave descended 
to about 4,000 feet.” They vary in 
length from four to siz miles, and 
their average movement is 16 inches 
per day. { 

Over the roughened surface of the 
glacier trickie count! tills formed 
by the melting of the snow and Ice. 
These tiny rivulets, dy uniting, form 
swift streams that go coursing over 
the glacier, to be later engulfed hy. 
the deeper crevasses. With musical 
tinklings and roarings they rush ia- 
to the Interior of the kce-mass and 
GQnally And their way down to its ut- 
most depths. 

At the “snout” or lower end, Stare 
the glacier rears its huge wall of dutl, 
chocolate-colored ice several hundred 
feet in height, the accumulated wat- 
ers burst forth from Icy caverns as 
full-fledged rivers. They leave the 
glaciers heavily impregnated wito 
powdered scoria and rock-flour. These 
minute particles remain long in sus- 
pension and impart to the water a 
characteristic milky hue, This coler 
the river retain for many miles, and 
as they fow through the lowlands 
on their journey to the-sea, they 
thus proclaim their giacier origin. - 

Glacial rivers, being nourished by 
orelting ice, act in a manner contrary 
to ordinary streams. In the winter 
and spring they are at their lowes 
stages, while during {he summer an 
autumn they at their greatest 
size. Thus they furnish an abundant 
supply when it is most needed. 


Causes a Stir,

Men O!-Milltary Agé Must 
‘Have Documents-—May Be 
“f Fined And Drafted 


Every man in Canada who is ap- 
parently of military age must now 
carry with him at all times papers to 
prove that he is not a deserter, other- 
wise he is liable to a fine of $50 and 
Irafted into the army. The sfirmnesxs 
of the intention of the Military Ser- 


\vice Act to the very utmost is mani: 


fested by a clause in the rerent. public 
notice in’ regard to the 
documents, which provided for such a 
penalty, the alternative of which is 
imprisonment for a period not exceed- 
ing one month. 

The clause stated that on and after 
June Ist 1918, all male persons appar- 
ently within the description of Class 
One, who is found without the nec- 
essary evidence upon his person or 
within the building in which’ he is 
found, will be presumed to be lable 
for military service and a deserter, on 
summary conviction she will be liable 
to a fine or iniprisonment and mas be 
taken. info military. custody, where, 
unless he is able to prove conclusively 
that he is not liable for military, duty 
he will have to serve so as long asx his 
services are required, 

The elocumenta of proof, must include 
certificates which substantiate what- 
ever claim is advanced,, whether it: be 
of age, marriage, :nationality, active 
service, clergy or exemption. The use 
of a false certificate is an offence pun. 
ishable, on conviction, to a fine not ex- 
ceeding $500 or not more than six 
months’ imprisonment.

minutes the shells started to explode 
and as our camp was only about 300 
yards away it was looking lively for 
ns. Bits of shells were dropping all 
around where we stood, so we decided 
to draw our train out of this 
we all slept,in railway cars and could 


said) we wero giving the Germans as 
much as we were getting and told me 
to be prepared to go and pull the guns 
out at = moments notice. About two 
hours after that J got ‘a message from 
the Major at the guns to pull them out 
at once. I informed my offiter who 
took the. first engine and I took the 
second and away we started for our 
gun positions, Got the first one out 
and then the other and sent’ them 
both away on one engine and. stopped 
with the other engine and some cars 
we had and got all the stores belonging 
to the guns and there is quite a lot to 
a 12-inch gun, so when we got them 
away from the danger post we keft 
them to await orders, but Iet me try 
and describe to you what was going, 
on while we were up “in no-man’s 
land.”’

There were i8-pound guns behind 
us banging away and Fritz in front 
returning sbell for shell and they were 
dropping within a few yards of us.

In 
the meantime, now that all the men 
from 20 to'22 have heen instructed 10 
report, attention wif be directed to 
the older men in Category **A."” One 
feature, which is now teking up mock 
attention on the part of the military 
officials is the applications which’ are 
coning in from young farmers between 
the ages of 20 and 22, or their rela- 
tives for freedom from service for the 
Summer's work, There have been 0 
many applications of this natare re- 
ceived by the various commanidag of- 
ficers that only thow of unusual em- 
ergency can be considered. Each C.0. 
has. instructions to investigate each 
case carefully, and to pass along only 
thote cases where extreme hardship 
would exist if the man is kept by the 
army. 
HARDSHIP. HARD TO DEFINE 
The definition of xtreme hardship 

is proving somewhat difficult to deter- 


mine, , but.in general terms it is ap- 
plied to ‘all cases where the withdraw- 
ing of the man in question would cause 
a definite “farm to ‘cease “production, 
This would include all cases where the 
inan taken is the last on the farm, with 
the father dead. ‘Extreme hardship’ 
is not being interpreted to mean fin- 
ancial loss, or personal inconrenience 
or extra work on the part of those who 
are left. The men in Category “A” 
are being investigated carefully but 
the announcement was made from 
headquarters (yesterday that all young, 
farmers in the ranks in any of the low- 
er. categories who are able 
to establish proot, that they are really 
needed on the farm, are to be granted 
leave of absence until July 15. Such 
cases do not have to be passed upon by 
the Ottawa authorities, the local mili- 
tary having the power to extend this 
feave - beyond. July ‘.whenever it is 
thought necessary. ,

Beaver In P, E. 1. 

About eight years ago the Provin- 
cial Government of Prince Edward 
Island recelved from the Government 
ort patario two. pairs of beavers. 

These became the property of Robert 
Venkins, of Mt. Albion, an entbusias- 
tle fur farmer, These were the frst 
beavers on the island for many years, 
To-day the progeny of the two pairs 
are quite numerous. <A portion of 
these are In the ranch owned by the 

Mt. Alblon Fur Farming Co. and the 

others are in different parts of the 

province, 

A report submitted by a commit- 
tee appointed by the Development 
Commission to investigate the beaver 
industry with a view to the desir 
ability of conserving it for the. island. 

They Ond that while the island con- 
tains no vast waste areas, laws can 
be enacted siniilar to those in other 
provigtes which will confine the 
beaver to sultable districts so that uo 
serious damage can occur to valuable 
wooded or farm lands, 

In the colony at Mount Albion it 
Is reported that there are upwards of 
two thousand beavers, though it is 
dificult for the committee to form 
an estimate of thelr own, The dam- 
age done so far jn that section ts 
trifling, and the committee are as- 
sured that with the introduction of 
certain regulations valuable. proper- 
‘ties in that vicinity can be) safe- 
guarded against injury. In the event 
of the beaver spreading to districts 
where valuable lands were situated 
and in the event of damage thoreky 
resulting,\a law should provide that 
the beaver be trapped alive under 
Government supervision and re- 
moved to a more suitable location. 

An offer is being made by ‘the 
owners of Mount Albion Colonies to 
sell their land and beavers to the 
Government, res

Keep a war garden record thie year. 
Canada wants to know exactly how 
much she manages to produce through 
the medium of vacant lotg and back- 
yards. The Canada Food Board. is] 
asking the Presidents of all Rotary 
Clubs and: gardening organizations to 
keep a complete record of their re 
turns. It is estimated that $30,000,000 
worth of produce was added to the 
country’s food supply Jast year 
through the war gardens, This year 
it is anticipated that the yield will be 
doubled. Help the Food Board to 
make sure of this by keeping a record 
of what you grow. 

Where lJabela are used in the war 
garden a good plan for saving the lit- 
tle wooden atakes is to soak them for 
a whole day in a eolution of copperas 
(sulphate of iron). Then let the wood 
dry cut and finally place it in lime 
water for twenty-four hours. The out- 
come of this treatment is the form- 
ation in the wood of sulphate of lime 
(gypsum), a éalt that is highly insol- 
uble. This impregnates the wood to 
such an extent that the rapid dealruc 
tion of the labels is impossible. Thin 
wood treated in this manner haa been 
fully expose) to the weather for two 
years without showing the least 
change. r

How Capt. J. O'Kelly advanced his 
command at 1,000 yards after the 
Original attack failed, took two enemy 
positions-on the crest of the hill'na: 
der beavy fire, and then personally 
organized .and ‘Jed dttacks against 
“pill boxes,” capturing six with 100 
prisoners and,ten machine guns, was 
graphically gazetted. 5 

Another hero was Corp]. Cd}in Bar- 
rom, who, ‘single-handed;*” rushed 
enemy guns, killed four of the crews, 
and captured the others, and then 
turned the captured guns on the re- 
tlring enemy; causing stereo ‘ca- 
saulties, ‘ * 

‘Sergt. George H. Mullin captured 
a “plll-box” single-handed, rushed a 
snipers® post In front of him, destroy- 
ed the garrison with bombs, and; 
ctawling on a “pill-box,” shot two 
gcupners with his revolver. Mullin’s 
clothes were riddled with bullets 
from ihe rapid-fire guns directed 
against bim, but he did not falter. 

‘Other heroes, equally daring, 
charged “pill boxes,” killed, captured, 
or allenced the enemy, and cleared 
the way for the advance of troops and 
saved, the lives of many of their com- 
trades. They are Capt. George R. 
Pearkes, and Pte. Thos. W. Holmes, 
Cecil J. Kinross and James P. Rob- 
ertson, 

‘The accounts of the deeds for 
which the Victoria Cross was awarded 
embrace events which must have been 
as thrilling as any during the war. 
Capt. Robert Gee, of the Hoyal Fusi- 
Hers, when the! enemy. pierced the 
British tlnes and eaptured. brigade 
headquarters and an ammunition 
dump, finding bimself’a prisoner, kill- 
ed:one of the enemy witt a spiked 
stick and succeeded.in escaping. 

He then organized, a party of the 
brigade staff, with whieh he attacked 
the enemy, clearitik the locality. 
-After establishing a defensive flank, 
Goe, with a. rewolver in each hand, 
roshed and captured an’ enemy ma- 
ecbine gun, killing eight members of

A sbort time 
after, this voyage, the Gsberies about 
Newfoundland had become well 
known to Frenchmen, and were 
being frequented by the hardy Ssh- 
ermen of Brittany and Normandy, 
Hence the later name of the Isle of 
Cape Breton.

N arecent articles in an Engiis® 
paper, Hamilton Fyfe suggests 
that few peragna know that in 


Toronto is an aircraft factory 
with a- production probably tarz- 
er than that of any other in 
the world. Near Toronto is the 
British Empire's largest airdromwe. 
“and there also is a school for flyers 
as completely equipped as any In the 
world, Hore’ in a factory planes and 
spare parts are being’ turned out al 
a rate equal to 175 complete mzchines 
a month. The organization tn To- 
Fonto. was built up in a ittle more 
than eight months, and is self-sup- 
porting, getting no supplies frow 
England. It ts under Brigadler-Cen- 
eral Hoare, who “came out” with 
fewer than a dozen acsistants ‘asi 
January, aged 35, and a, colonel. 

By February 5, ten days after his 
arrival, he bad selected the site fur 
an airdrome, acquired the ground and 
a@rranged for the buildings. He had 
his own desires for these. The ground 
Was covered with two feel-of snow 
and the site was dotted wit! tree 
stumps that had to be removed frou 
the soil, Barracks already existed at 
Camp Borden and into these came 
2,000 workmen, who in six wecks gut 
the place ready.

Tho fumes aro heavy 
and wil} quickly sink through the mass 
to the bottom, They are explosive, se 
one must be careful not to bring a light 
in contact with them.

of a fivegallon jar and one ounce ts

SPRAY FOR ONION MAGGOT. 


As onions constitute a valuable 
winter crop particular care should be 
taken this year to protect them from 
the onion maggot. Before they lay 
their eggs the adult flies may be de- 
atroyed by feeding upon the following 
poisoned bait spray: Sodium arsenite, 
one<juarter ounce; cheap molasses 
one pint; boiling water, one gallon. 
The sodium arsenite ia first dissolv- 
ed boiling water and the molasses is 
then added. When the mixture has 
cooled it may be applied from an or- 
dinary watering can with a sma)} rose 
The idea is to deposit the poi 
solution on the growing crop in the 
form of coarse drops. The first appli- 
cation ehould be made when the plants 
are about three or four inches high.

@hould be made about a week apart 
Bright, calm days should be chosen 
for this work, if possible,

With the French Armics " the 
Field, June 13,.—German casualties in 
the big offensive to date, according to 
scientific military calculations, total 
at least 666,000. Having engaged 200 
divisions in the original Picardy- 
Flandera offensive, 53 divisions in the 
Mame drive, and 20 between Mont- 
didier and Noyon, the Germans have 
thus employed a total of 333 divisions 
(3,996,000 men) since March 21. Mili- 
tary experts estimate that the average 
enemy loas at 2,000 men to a division. 

With a maximum of 210 divisions 
(2,520,000 men) on the west front, the 
above total meane that a great num- 
ber of divisions have been engaged two 
or three times, while the Germans still 
possess more than 30. fresh divisions 
(360,000 men) which have not yet been 
used. 

Under the preeent organization the 
cream of the German army, both offi- 
cers and men, is concentrated in Von 
Hotier’s “ehock army”. This army 
consisted originally of 25 divisions 
(300,060). 1t opened the drives against 
Amiens and Chateau-Thierry, with 
heavy losses. It has encountered even 
more terrific losses in the present 
drive, five divisione (60,000 men) being 
replaced on the first day alone. 

Recent terrific lowes have precipi- 
tated the crisie in German effectives.

Several) times 
these swift arniored cars found them- 
selves fighting! alongside tanks, and 
more than once they followed © the 
track of their héavier allies, ‘Tanks 
were the battleships of great fighting, 
Canadian armored, cars were the light 
cruisers. They remained hidden in 
broken’ bulfdings until sections. of 
Huns had rushed down tho main 
roads and then,/ like Juggernauts; 
drove down on tie enemy, sweeping 
clexrr paths with their batteries of 
machine guns. 

At the crossroad at Villicra-Car- 
bonne] on the St, Quentin road, they 
delayed the Hun advance five hours 
and gave the Infantry time to dig 
some semblance of shelter, 

- The Germans brought up light 
Neld guns to try to catch some of 
them, but they abifted too quickly to 
ever become a target. One car only 
was lost in thin sharp engagement 
tt had run off the road into = deep 
ditch and the Germans had come on 
so densely that It was impossible to 
get the car back on the road. 

last the others saw of it was when 
only two of the crew remained alive. 
A young Canadian officer waa stand- 
ing in the road keeping a group of 
about twenty of the enemy at bay 
with rides of bis dead comrades, An- 
Other mangwas firing the remaining 
maching gun ata body of Germans 
who were trying to surround zome 
British infantry. 

An almost gimitcr affray, but 
without tho toss of auy car; happened 
at Hray. Three cars worked along the 
roada which centred on the village, 
They dropped Iittle parties with ex- 
tra guns In farm buildings on the out- 
akirts, and held back the Huns until 
fresh infantry battalions could come

& toll of,ten to one. They were mag- 
nificent, Some of them who had 
been fighting steadily for three 
days refused to be taken out — de- 
clared they would atick to it to the 
end if we could get them rations. 
Our ammunition lorries brought 
them up plentiful supplies In. less 
than an hour and many of those fel- 
lows kept fighting until they fell 
asleep from sheer exhaustion. By 
that time reserves were up in plenty, 
and the Iine at Bray was saved for a 
time anyway. 

Another good work the care did 
was In bringing In wounded, Each 
time they returned f*r ammynition 
and petrol they carried In skies of 
battered men. One car rescued a 
badly wounded British brigadier. 
“Pluckiest officer I ever saw," ex- 
plained a Canadian sergeant In 
charge of the car. He had stayed 
with a little post of about a dozen 
men right to the last, and when the 
machine gun crew were laid out, fir- 
ed the gun’ himscif until badly 
wounded. He made us leave “ulm 
with the feld ambulance and would 
not let us take him back to a casu- 
alty clearing station. .“Go back and 
give them blazes,” w:re his parting 
words to us,

TORONTO, June 15.—Announcing 
the appoimtment of R. 8. Crusby, Tur- 
onto, a returned soldier, who lost a 
jeg al the front, to the position of Ae- 
sistant Secretary of the Soldiers’ Aid 
Commision of Ontario, Hon, W. D. 
MeVhereon, the Chairman, called the 
atlentiun of the membere to the growth 
of the work of the Commission, which 
made the appontment necessary. 

From a amall beginning the work 
now has to do with the welfare of 21,- 
Gtl soldiers, which is the number of 
men who have returned to Ontario 
from,overeeas. Each one has been 
communicated with by the Commis- 
sion, with a view to offering assistance 
in securing employment and in other 
ways, and fully 12,000 have been help- 
ed financially or through other chan- 
nels. Generally speaking employment 
is being found for all returned men 
except in a few epecial cases, A large 
number of children of soldiera now 
overseas are being provided for until 
the father returns. This year 5,180 
visits have Leen made to the homes 
of returned soldiers or the relatives or 
dependents of men overseas, 

The vocational brench which has 
done well under the direction of 
Mr. W. W. Nichol, Superintendent of 
Education for returned soldiers in On- 
tarid, now has 1,50 soldiers at school 
receiving training.

There is a registrar for each district 
and each district is divided into regis 
tration divisions cotresponding so far 
ax may be, with the polling divisions 
in use at the last Dominion election, 

The registrar of each” district has 
the services of a deputy registrar and 
one or more assistant deputy registrars 
fe appointed for each ‘registration div- 
jaion in the quotient of one for every, 
120 of the population. That is to say 
for the’ whole of Toronto there will be 
something like. 3,333 of these officers. 

Each ‘of these députy registrars is 
to he competent and literate and one 
who writes legibly and neatly. As not 
far short of (70,000. of sich persons 
willbe required for the whole Domin- 

-HOURS_ OF REGISTRATION , 


The hours of registration will be be- 
tween 7 a.moand 10 p.m. on the 2nd 
instant, Between which hours erery 
person mele or Yemale not exceptd 
on the grounds: mentioned above will 
have to register’at one or other of thé 
places appointed for registration, 

The process \of ‘registration consists 
in giving truthful anarers to the ques- 
thons—thirteen for males and fifteen 

- for females and with a good many sub- 
divisions—to the questions on the ap- 
propriate registration card. These

card must then be affirmed and signed 
by the one registering. 

Now it won't do to be evasive about 
he answers to the questions on the 
card. A person who refuses to answer 
any of them is liable to # fine not ex- 
ceeding $100. One who answers falsely 
or misleadingly is liable to a fine not 
exceeding $200 and to imprisonment 
for not more than six months, There- 
fore we shall do well to “tell the truth 
the whole truth, and nothing but the 
tenthy*in our answers, 

Ry the way, all persons, male or fe. 
male alike have to declare their age. 
This is bad luck for the ladies who may. 
have remained stationary at twenty- 
five or so for many years. Happily, 
however, all the officials concerned are 
pledged ta secrecy, and if they disclose 
ther are liable to a fine not exceeding 
$500 and to imprisonment “for not ¢x- 
ceeding three months, 

The registration card having been 
duly completed, the person registeridg 
will ‘then receive a certificate of regi 
tration signed by the deputy registrar 
and with the signature of the person 
registering in the margin therof, in 
order that he or she may be ablo at 
all! times thenceforth: to be identified 
Each certificate will alto bear a num- 
ber. 
_ NEVER PART FROM IT 


Thenceforth the life of the register- 
ed person must be one with that of 
his or her certificate. He or she must 
guard it closely as his or her life or 
bonor. At all times it must be carried 
on the person and produced on demand 
to any peace officer, police officer oF 
constable. In particular, the officials

MONTREAL, June 15.—The annual 
report of the Banque Nationale saye 
ginonz other thintss that the Paris, 
France, branch in spite of (the war 
showed up to the end of February a 
very satisfactory increase, but the 
German offensive of last March had 
the effect of drawing out of la 
amcunts, and there drawings are now 
being repeated in the eccoml German 
offensive. The report further says: 
“We are, however, encouraged by the 
confidence of our Parision depositors 
not only by their confidence in the 
bank, which, whatever happens in 
Paris, would reunburse them, but by 
their confidence in the final success of 
the war, otherwise they would have 
drawn out their money on much 
larger scale.” 

“We believe in a policy of pru- 
dence,”” continues the report. “We are 
going through a« difficult period, and 
if since the beginning of the war the 
bank and the country have had pros- 
perous times, which seem a sin when 
we see misery andl death ruling in 
European countries, we must ourselves 
prepare to have our turn of bad 
limes. This preparation ia arrived at 
by the practice of prudence amd econ- 
omy.  Pradence teachea us to curtail 
our advances to the public, to divide 
them so aa to encourage commercial 
1 industrial ventures of first uti 
tice, only giving parsimoniously and 
the least Possible to luxury, fashions, 
fancies and amusements. This pol- 
icy our merchants and our industrials 
should follow."

Shortly before 
his death, he regained consciousness 
sufficiently to tell his relatives that 
he had been attacked by four men. 

Detective Rioux, of the Provincial 
force, has been sent out on the case, 
aml from investigations so far con: 
ducted, it is suspected that the four 
men mistook Pellerin for a Dominion 
police officer. Pellerin died on Mon- 

- day, and althoush an inquest was 
held by Coroner Larue, of the diatrict,( 
and was adjourned, the Provincial 
police authorities under Chief Lor- 
Lorrain were not notified until yester- 
day, thus allowing the murderers full 
four days’ start. Pellerin was well 
known in St. Gyrille,~ and had no 
known, enemies. 


‘Cheese Standard 
Higher oft Late Years 


OTTAWA, June 17.—That a higher 
standard in the manufacture of Canad- 
fan cheese has been attained during 
recent years is indicated in an analy- 
sis made by A. McGill, Chief Domin- 
jon Analyst, and reported to the In- 
land Revenue Department. | Of 166 
samples analyzed-only six were found 
to contain less than 45 per cent. milk 
fat, the minimum percentage allowed 
in the manufacture of good cheese. 

Two eamples were found to contain 
over 60 per cent. fat; 27 from 55 to a 
per cent.; 91 from 50 to 5% per cent.; 
39 from 45 to $0 per cent., and 6 con- 
tained less than 45 per cent. 

In his report Mr. NcGill says: “Our 


last systematic inspection of = 


was made in 1912. Of 141 samples cx- 
amined only 43 were found to contain 
above 50 per cent. fat, and the results 
herein furnished appenr. to justify the 
inference that Canadian cheese has 
improyed in-quality, 60 far as fat is 
conce; , within the Inst six years.”

Life In Berlin 


War Has Developed Capital At 
The Expense Of Hamburg 


GENEVA, Switzerland, June 15. 
The latest report on conditions in 
Germany haa been teceiyed by a prom- 
inent international banking — house 
from its agent in Berlin, The docu- 
ment, dated in the middle of May, was 
compiled by a man who haa “excep- 
tional facilities of knowing the truth 
about Germany. He says: “The 
amazing gambling fever which has 
seized all classes is one of the most 
curious features of life in “Berlin at 
the moment. Even the great offensive 
in France has hardly diverted the 
people’s minda from atteiipting to get 
tich quickly. Clerks and girl typiste 
are organizing cash clube amd are 
speculating on the Bourse with money 
they have raised. Poor men become 
millionaires between breakfast and 
supper. 

* “Moral feeling, of course, is shock- 
ed by this gambling during Germany’s 
houre of crisis, and under pressure 
from above, the banks are discounten- 
ancing speculation instead of encour- 
aging it.

Food Abominable. 

Regarding food conditions, the writ- 
er says: “Food is ecarce and abomin- 
ably bad, yet famine does not con) 
front the people, and eo far as present, 
appearances go, any blockade will not 
compel Germany to surrender, Revolt 
caused by starvation is unlikely, but 
the burden of existence generally may 
cause the collapse of the whole war 
machine. Industry fe flourishing 
in a hectic, feverish fashion. The 
rich, fearing future taxation of capi- 
tal, are buying jewelry, furs and other 
articles of luxury. Young boys earn- 
ing fifty marke daily (roughly about 
$12 now) in munition factories, so 
limited is the purchasing capacity of 
money, ostentatiously use one-mark 
notes to light cigarettes.”

Twenty-one per cent. of the King- 
dom of Norway is covered with for- 
est—tbat {s,-about 17 million acres. 
Of that, about 15 million acres Is 
productive forest. The Government 
owns about two million acres. The 
commercial forests under Govern- 
ment supervision comprise about one 
miliion acges, The rest, or about 12 
tmillion acrea of productive forest, is 
private property. Seventy-five per 
cent. of the timber is spruce (pices 
excelsa), and pine (pinus ailvestris) 
in about equal quantities, as well as 
some oak, ash, elm and basswood, 
Birch is found everywhere. The an- 
gual forest gropth or increment por 
acre is about $1 cuble feet. Nearly 
all thw’ cut timber is hauled on 
alelghs to the river In the winter and 
fluated to the coast in the spring. 
The felling is now pearly all done by 
plece work, which has proved to be 
® great success. 

The value of forest products ex- 
ported Is about $30,000,000 annoual- 
ly. Until recently the export conaist- 
ed chiefly of logs and staves, bu’ 
pulp, planks, boards, doors. and win- 
dows, elc., baye now come into prom- 
fnence, The pulp represents about 
60 per cent. of the export value. 

The people have awakened to the 
Importance of improved and con- 
servative methods, and planting in 
the coast districts bas also beon 
encouraged. Most of it id done by 
school children, Douglas fir, import- 
ed as seed from the Pacific coast and 
raised in nurseries, ls being planted 
quite extensively in some parts of

June sees the bezinning of the can- 
ning season, The Canada Food Board 
insists that every woman do some 
canning this year and work with a 
will to make the most of the supply 
of fruit and vegetables which the war 
gardens have already begun to yield.

‘woman will investigate her cellar or 
her pantry shelves and find out just 
what she needs to complete her can- 
ning equipment, The season has 
come and if she is unprepared to 
mret it she should immediately get to 
work and secure the materials neces 
sary for canning. It ia poor hou 
keeping for a woman to start pres 
ing aud in the middle of it find that 
she is short of rubber bands, or that

ITH the truer perspective 
obtained in the passage

Louis Riel himself expiated his 
erimea with his life — -and thirty 
years afterwards his grandson, 
Charteris, washed the stain from 
the family escutcheon with his; 
blood, when he “went out” in France 
with a soiper’s bullet through his 
rbeart—but not until he had account. 
ed for no fewer than thirty-seven of 
Britain’s enemies, as shown by the! 
notches on the stock of his rife, the 
rifle taken from his dead hand and| 
returned to Canada by the officer: 
commanding to become the treasured 
trophy and most zealously guarded 

mn of the Kod and Gun Club 
at his home town of Merritt, In 
British Columbia, 

With the gathering of the storm 
clouds which broke in the second 
Riel Rebellion, the strength of the 
Northern Division of the Royal 
Northwest Mounted Police was in- 
creased,,in October, 1884, to two 
hundred of all ranks, and Superin- 
tendent Crozier; with a hundred 
men, started north on the following 
St. Patrick’s Day and succeeded ip 
quieting matters for a time. 

Simultaneously, on March 18, Lt- 
Col. Irvine left for Prince Albert, 
with four officers, 86 non-commis- 
sloned officers and men and 66 spare 
horses, reaching bis objective, 291 
miles distant, in seven days, through 
‘country held by the rebe He sub 
sequently united with ‘Supt. Crozier 
and organized the home defeice ‘com- 
pany at Prince Albert. Crozier ic 
encountered the rebels at Duck Lake, 
losing nine men and a few wounded, 
but the enemy failing In bis attempt 
to get the stores under convoy, Tho 
total strength of the force, supple- 
mented by volunteers, at Carlton 
Post, after Crozier’s retreat and Ir- 
vine’s arrival, was 225 rank and file, 
with eleven wounded. These left 
Carlton for Prince Albert,‘ where 
preparations for defence were com- 
pleted, all able-bodied men, to the 
number of 309, being enrolled as spe- 
cial constables—thelr armament be- 
ing limited, however, to 116 Snider 
rifes—and a corps of scouts, 47 
strong, being organised under 
Thomas McKay. 

The firat few. weeks of Col. Irvine's 
occupation of Prince Albert found the 
position of that isolated post very 
eritical, the normal population of 700 
baving been swelled by the Jnflux of 
refugees to approximately eighteen 
hundred, in addition to police, and 
Prince Albert belog cut off from sup- 
plies, all the tralls to the railway 
running through rebel territory. Lt- 
Col. Irvine, kept well informed by dla 
scouts as to the movements of the 
Indians, rendered excellent service In 
driving back Hiel's scouts, who were 
even suMciently bold to come into 
Prince Alber} Itself. Another tm- 
portant duty performed, after the 
battle of Fish Creek; was that of 
maintaining the line of communica: 
tion with Gen. Middleton. The police’ 
were kept absolutely in darkness as 
to the military operations transpiring 
on the other side until, on April 16, 
messages were received from Gen, 
Middleton stating that he hoped to 
attack Batoche on the 18th or 19th. 
The police were not to join in the 
engagement, but to watch for and 
make prisoners of fleeing rebels. 

Until the militia column reached 
Prince Albert, the presence of the 
police_pnquestionably saved the town 
from falling into/the bands of the 
Reds. Had auch @ catastropbe occur- 

(red, the rebellion would bave Inovit- 
ably assumed proportions of much 
greater magnitude, possession of 
Prince Albert being the key to the 
entire situation, The Indians only 
deaisted from thelr raids on the town 
upon seeing the trall of Lt.-Col, Ir 
wine's forces leading thither,

“ATTACK ON RHEIMS FAILED. 


The official statement says: 
> Last night at six o'clock the Germans delivered a violent preparatory 
artillery fire along the front of Rheims from the region of Vrigny, west 
of the city, as far east at La Pompelle. : 

At nine o'clock the enemy began an attsck on the French positions 
between these two points. The French trogps resisted the German at- 
tacks with complete success, counter attacks proving very strong. ~~ 

“Between Veigny and Ormes the German assault troops were stopped 
by the French fire and forced to return many times, and were not finally 
able to reach the French laes. Violent combats. ensued, during the 
course of which the enemy suffered severe losses and was eventually re- 
pulsed. 

East of Rheims the fighting was likewise to the advantage of the 
French, the Germans having been unsuccessful, and northeast of Aillry 
they were driven out by French counter attacks.

e For. our light: ‘aflliction, which is 
bat for.a moment, worketh for us 

far more excetding and cternal weight 
of glory. —11, Cor. iv:7.

may behold the “mount of glory,’ and 
the former makes sure the latter. Af- 
fiction) and glory are links in» the 
same chain. ~ 

In ‘beginning let us note this Mairik: 
ing fact—the apostle sets‘ himself be 
fore us.as a'servant. In the fifth verse 
he says: “For we preach not ourselves 
but Christ Jesus the Lord, and we our- 
éelves your éervants for Jcsus’ sake.” 

In all service ‘there must be more 
or Jess of that which we call “‘afflic- 
tion.” We-can scarcely think of the 
word servant wilhout associating it 
with {he idea of conflict with ease, 
even to a suggestion of affliction. 

In almost every worklly pursuit off 
gain, in every branch of business, 


men ami women expect to bear many], 


things which barass and afflict. In 
the aggregate of worldly: zain these af- 
flictions very often court for nothing; 
but iin the light’of Christian service]! 
they all Gount, in wadding to the value 
of the finish. 

Thes are crrlured in time, and end 
with lime; but in eternity the result 
of the past patient bearing of them is 
as treasure iaid-up in the treasury 
of heaven. The word “affliction” and 
its synonyms appear very ollen in 
scriplure for the encouragement of 
the servants of God. “‘Meny are the 
afflictivns of the righteous,” savs the 
pealmiet, “but the Lord delivercth him 
out of them all.” 

The words of Paul in Romans viii23 
are often quote! as a divine prom- 
ise: “We know thot all things work 
tugether for good to them that love 
God.” The significance of this spos- 
tolic declaration lies in the “all 
things.” Some of these “all things” 
are afflictions. Things hard to bear! 
difficult to understand! Things ‘that 
make the heart ache, and the tongue to 
cry: “Has Gol forgotten to be grace 
ious? And shall His anger bum for 
ever?” 

There are times when the sprit faile 
and the flesh grows weary, and the 
soul mekea moaning: “O, that I had 
thé wings of a dove; then would I fir 
away avd be at rest." There are sea- 
sons of loneliness, when the heart and 
| the fieah cricth- out for the living God. 
|e! Gol! My God! Why hast thou 
forsaken me? Why art thou so far 
from helping me?" “To ery in 
the daylime, but thou hearest not, and 
in the night éeason and am not sil- 
ent.” Sometimes affliction pours in 
upen us as a flovI—“All thy billow 
and thy wares have gone over me.’ 
We are often tried beyond human cn- 
durance: “Trouble is near, for there 
are none to help. “Many bulls have 
compassed me, strong’ bulls of Bash- 
am have beset me round... . even 
mine own familiar friend hath lifted 
up his hecl against me, . . . Ie it no- 
thing to you, all yo that pass by? Be- 
hold am! sce if there be any sorrow 
like unto my sorrow, which is done 
unto me, wherewith the Lord hath af- 
flicted me.” 

These quotations are’ but a very 
anal portion of the breathings of cor- 
fow, cuffering and trial that sweep 
through the realm of divine truth like 
adverse winds from the mountains of 
human experiences that rear . their 
heads above the lower plains where 
the careless indolent willingly remain. 
“To every maz there openeth 
A Way, and Waye,and’a: Way, 

Awl the High Svul climbe the High- 
way '

OTTAWA, June 19—A remarkable 
story of the heroism of Canadian nur- 
wes is contained in a cable received 
Gy the Department ‘of Militia and 
Defence from overseas, which 
how women of the Dominion: had to 
wear gas masks for hours while, carry- 
ing out their gentle tasks. The .ar- 
ticle was written by Ronald Hill from 
war correspondents’ headquarters in 
France, and was cabled to Ottawa br 
Sir Edvard Kemp, Minister of Over- 
seas forces, . ie 

The cable follows: 

“Carry on’ has been the motto of 
Canadian nursing sisters since the 
Hun airmen bombed their hospitals, 
and their courage and steadfastness 
has gained them the adimration of all 
British, French and American soliders 
sho have come under their care. 
Night after night for over a ueek two 
of the largest of our Canadian hoy 
pitals worked steadily, although ther 
were in the very centre of one of the 
heavily bombed areas. Several of 
the nursing sisters were — killed and 
wounded, and several of the staff 
were wiped out, 

The tolonel of one hospital decided 
to send) the blue-gowned girls* to a 
distant hospital on the coast, prac 
tically immune frou rail, A few 
were started for this haven then from 
the others came a great protese “We 
will carry on,” they declared and the 
colonel permitted them to remain. 


“WORE SHRAPNEL SHIELDS 


Each night the sisters on duty were 
served with shrapnel-proof shields to 
wear under their uniforms. Emer- 
xency operations were carried throng 
xithout a hitch, and many a soldier's 
life was saved, although the surzical 
hut rocked with the force af explo- 
sions from bombs that dropped only 
a few sards off.

_ That the:bombing of military hospitals in the war zone and the at- 
tacks upon‘hospital ships constitute a deliberately planned program of 
Hun frightfulness, is becoming more and more apparent as time goes 
on, and forms another damning indictment of complete lack of any ves- 
tige of honor against a nation already outlawed by unspeakable atroci- 


tees. 


Col, H. A. Bruce, the noted surgeon of Toronto, who bas had much 
military medical experience overseas, and is now in Canada on a military 
mission, speaks of the bombing of the British hospitals by the Huns as 
follows: .

Colones Bruce is warm in his praise of the nurses and doctors. 

‘'Nursesjand doctors," said he, ‘‘who were formerly regarded as non- 

- combatants, have, in consequence of these attacks, become soldiers. 
Their calmness and heroism have been wonderful. They have carried 
on thar: work for the wounded as coolly and efficiently as they would 
have done under normal circumstances in a civil hospital, undisturbed 
by. the atrocious attacks of the barbarian airmen.”

The regulations provide that where 
a person is suspected of being affect- 
ed or exposed to infection with re 
nereal diseaso he may be notified by 
the local M. H. 0. to present him- 
self before a physician fo rexamina- 
tion within 24 hours and within an- 
cther 24 hours to appear before the 
medical officer with a certificate 
showing the result of the examinatioa 
made. 

It is declared that every person in- 
ected with venereal disease must 
place himself under the care of a 
medical cial or, if unable to

In 
this number we draw attention to a 
part of the Province that receives 
less notice from, mining, men, but 
which ipcludes many important min- 
eral definite. 

The most recently developed, indus 
try is that of Floarspar mining at 
Madoc, Hastings County, The grow: 
ing consumption in the U. S. some 
time ago created a scarcity of flour- 
spar in Canada. In the expectation

How would the doctors of the province regard an agi- 
tation of the newspapers for legislation to restrict some 
branch of their own business? If they are sincere in their, 
condemnation of all patent medicines, why, then, do they 
demonstrate their sincerity by refusing to prescribe so 
many of these mixtures in their practice? Any druggist in 
the’ city, is in a position to testify that patentsmedicnes are 
used extensively by the profession. If these medicines are 
useless for the purposes for which they are advertised, an 
analysis is all that is required to demonstrate that fact. 
Everyone knows that no single preparation will cure a 
multitude of ills, but exaggerating the efficacy and value 
of ‘any article offered for sale is a characteristic. of modern 
business methods. “Because a percentage of the articles 
are practically worthless is no reason why the whofe of them 
Should sbe condemned. ‘The doctors, for example, ‘would 
regard it as an injustice if they were judged as a body by 
the failures of some of the members of their profession: + 
There are millions of dollars invested in the manufac. 
_ ture of patent medicines in America, and millions of dol- 
Jars are spent in advertising them every-year. In the’ med. 
ical code advertising is regarded as bad form, if.not an 
actual offence. Make it illegal for the newspapers to sell 
space to the manufacturers of medicine and. the druggists 
and othe? dealers will lose their trade in: these articles, but 
the business will simply pass into the hands of the doctors. 
Eventually every doctor will be his own disptnser and the 
drug stores will close their doors. The -public, like the 
present dealers, will become’ the victims of "a. monopoly. 
Premier Hearst said to the doctors that legislation will 
be adopted to protect both the medical profession and the 
public, after consultation with representatives of both 
sides. The doctors will not be slow in making suggestions, 
and itis up to the people to watch that their own interests 
‘are not overlooked. :

WATCH FOR BLISTER BEETLES 
Rlister beetles occur almost crery 
yea rand cause considerable anxiety 
to farmers and gardeners from their 
habit of appearing suddenly in large 
numbers, and feeding on potatoes, 
beans, beets, carrots, corn, tomatoes, 
and other vegetables: They are soft- 
bodied insecta—slender and eyclindri- 
cal, and about half an inch in length. 
Spraying with Paria greet or arsen- 
ate of lead, as is done for the pota- 
to beetle, will control blister beetles, 
bat in some outbreaks it may be neces 
‘pry to repeat the application because 
the beetles «hich are killed are soon 
replaced by others, In gardens many 
of the insects. may ho destroyed by 

ting them from the plants into a 
pan containing water iwth a little 
coal oil on the surface, 

USE 'EM ALL 

Don’t waste any of your vegetable, 
Use what you can and can what you 
can’t. 

You may think this superflous ad- 
vice after you have toiled to grow 
them, but it is a fact that through 
carelessness, quantities of vegetables 
aer wasted each year. 

The thing is, to use’ them one way 
or the other when their quality ix 100 
per cent. Remember that it is very 
cays to let them go too far and then 
to find that they are on the turn 
and you can do nothing with them. 
There is such a thing as catching 
them just at the right moment, - One 
of the greatest assets of a garden lies 
in having vegetables of such a qual- 
ity that you cannot buy anything in 
the stores to equal them either canned 
or fresh. 

Then again, very few people take 
advantage of the youny vegetables 
which ther are thinning out about 
this time. o rinstance, the young 
beets taken up now are bettér for 
pickling than any of the later growth, 
Another thing that Canadians do no, 
realize is that the tops of vegetables 
should never be thrown away. French 
women usd them all in their soup 
stock, Canadian womens throw them 
in the garbage can. Try saving them 
and keep the water you boil your rege 
tables in for the stock pot, too, This 
is another tip from tho thrifty French 
woman, Tho top of beets, especially 
the young plants you pull to thin,out 
the rows, make as delicious “gteens” 
when boiled, asx spinach,” 

IN AT THE FINISH 

This week gives you about your lant 
chance to have a real war garden. It 
ie rather wonderful to think that you 
can begin even at this late hour, plant } 
your seeds as Jate as July 1, and still] 
have vexetables as good asthe for 
handed gardener, if not as early.

Exercise the Breeding Stock. ¢ 

Exercise is essential for ‘all. male 
breeding stock. At certain seasons 
of the year it is an easy matter to 
arrange for ample ¢ezerc for the 
stallion, the bull, the boar, or the 
ram. At other times it is rather dif- 
Beult and frequently lttle or no 
exercise is given, or Lf given too much 
Treedom occasionally, harm to the 
sire is the result. ey 

The bul! should not belavowed to 
run loose in the pasture with tbe 
cows, In the Grst place It ls a dan- 
gerous custom, as it gives abundant 
opportunity for the bull to attack a 
person unawares or where escape is 
dimcult. Further, a record of the 
date of breeding of the cows cannut 
be kept and no herd can be handled 
to the best advantage without these 
records, 

The main points to be observ- 
ed in keeping a bull in good 
condition so as to retain his breed- 
ing powers are to avoid excessive use 
when young and to give plenty of 
exercise and a moderate ration when 
mature. A.good boxstal], about ten 
by twelve feet, gives freedom in- 
doors, and itis well to arrange for a 
strong paddock dutdoors with con- 
wenient passage between the two. 
Two or more bulls of any age may 
Be kept together if they be dehorned, 
and the advantage {is that more exer- 
cise will be taken, 

The stallion on a route usually 
gets plenty and sometimes too much 
exercise. At other times moderate 
work of the borstall and paddock 
will suffice. 

The ram running during tho creat- 
er part of the year with the maia 
flock geta plenty of exercise, tapecial- 
ly if the breeder Is alming for a crop 
of strong lambs, and gets the flock 
outside practically every day during 
the winter, “i 

The boar will do best on a grass

Mrs. Fred Coon, 13 Brock Street, has 
received a letter from her soldier hue 
band, who is il in England, in which 
he ssiys that he is suffering from 
jaundice, but expects suon ty be able 
to return te France, The, following 
éxtracta from his letter are of general 
interest:

They dropped six 
bombs in the one I was in and there [ 
was a buncll killed and woyfded, but 
1 was lucky, I have seen something 
in France, but I will say. right here 
that it was the worst J have ever been 
through—no shelter, the poor fellows 
lying in bed couldn't move; and the 
nurses—1 never in my life saw such 
brave and good women—working and 
tending the wounded and dying and 
bombs dropping all around and in the 
hospitale, The sights I will never for- 
get ax long aa I live.

bomb on it and killed doctors, nurses, 
and everybody that was in there.

Until this 
service is resumed no parcels can, be 
forwarded to prisoners of war in Tur- 
key or Bulgaria and persons desiring 
to help prisoners of war in these coun- 
tries are advised to forward remit- 
tances to them. These can be «ent 
by means of post office money orders 
which are issued free of commission. 
Particulars as to how to proceed may 
be obtained from postmasters of ac- 
counting offices. Any parcels for pris- 
oners of war in these countries which 
may be intercepted in the course of 
transmission will be returned to -the 
senders, providing the name of the 
senders is given on the parcel.

+ “Tho cultivation of the fighting 
spirit is the greatest problem with 
which we are faced. For some time 
past the bayonet has been our espe- 
cial weapon, and no other nation has 
ever achleved such success with cold 
steel.

June is the month to make each 
square foot of ground in the garden 
yield extra dividends by intensive 
utilization of space between rows and 
plants.

Even then, their 
spreading tendency should be checked 
by providing supports of «ome — sort. 
Lettuce, radishes and other crops that 
mature quickly may be grown be- 
tween tomatoes, peppers and ezz- 

plants. 

' Extra sowings of cucumbers should 
be made at this time to help you out 
with your pickle supply. The plants 
and fruits develop very quickly at this 
season. By pinching out the centre 
shoots, cucumber vinea can be restrict- 
ed to surprisingly limited space with- 
cut seriously limiting the number of 
“Cukes” you are go.nz to have. 
MAKE YOUR STORAGE PREPAR- 

ATIONS. 

Plan for your winter storage of vez- 
etables now: Remember that you did 
not plant your war garden merely for 
the amount of fresh vegetables you 
were. going to have this summer but 
for the continuous supply you hoped 
to have all the year round. 

The vegetables you use next winter 
are going to be of the utmost import- 
ance in the conservation of meat and 
wheat. You will need: all that you 
can dry or can store. A woman's 
Patriotism may be measured in there 
days by the state of her cellar, her 
pantries and her ice-box. 

By the time the war gardens have 
ceased, yielding up the good things of 
the earth every housekeeper shoukd 
have well-stocked pantry shelves and 
a good supply of fresh winter veze- 
tables stored in her cellar.

LONDON, Juno 28—M. Keronskr, 
former Premier of Russia, who’ made 
a dramatic appearance before the La- 
bor Council Wednesday, expects to 
go to Paris, perhaps before the end 
of the week, and a few days later to 
sail for America, He left’ Russia Jest 
than three weeks ago by way of 
Mourmansk. The time between the 
day of his disappearance from pub- 
lic affairs and his departure «from 
Russia he spent in Nevogorod, Pe- 
trograd and Moccow. Mis wife 1e- 
mains in Russia, in hiding. 

Although Kerensky’s evasion of the 
police agents of his“ own country 
was facilitated by a moustache and a 
long beard, whieh he cerw in his lonz 
month, cf hiding, be did not think 
this sufficient to disguise himself and 
added the dress of a soldier servant 
A friend procured for him the pass 
and other papers of an orderly, and 
finally, he began to more more pub- 
licly about the atreets of Moxow.

Alexander Kerensky, former  provis- 
jonal Premier of Russia, together with 
his announcement that he is on his 
way to America, and that he is cer- 
tain Bussia soon will be . fighting 
accin with. the forced of democracy 
against German domination, farnish- 
ed the subject for a discussion. in of- 
ficial and diplomatic circles that cov- 
ered a wide range.

Vegetables which have once 
been allowed to wilt are not nearly 
as good in the final analysis as those 
which are canned, dried or stored 
when absolutely fresh from the gar- 
den.

“Any landlord, © proprietor, _man- 
ager, clerk ‘or employe ‘of any hotel, 
public house," ‘inn, tavern, club, rea- 
taurant ‘or - boa. house,” who 
knowingly permits any hnregistered

In such a 
case he could refase to serve the cnt 
tomer until the authorities have de 
cided the case; bat in no inslance has 
he the right to demand that the re- 
gistration card be shown. 
UP TO. TRE POLICE 

Clause 37, in part, reads: 

“Every person who shall hare reg- j 
istered shall at all times thereafter 
carry upon his person his registra- 
tion ‘certificate, - and shall produce it 
mand to any’ peace officer, police of. 
ficer or constable.” No-other person 
is mentioned in this flause as har- 
ing authority to demand that card¢ 
be shown.
